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ECONOMIC INDICATORS, QUEENSLAND, JANUARY 1994 


MAIN FEATURES 


Grewth in Gross State Product in trend estimate 
terms for Queensland for September quarter 1993 
was 0.7%, a decrease from the relatively high growth 
recorded for most quarters over the past 2 years, 
However, growth over the year to September 
quarter 1993, in trend estimate terms, was 5.7% 
which was well above that recorded far Australia at 
4.7%. 


Building approvals in Queensland increased 
‘significantly for the year ending November 1993, 
with totai dwelling units approved, in trend estimate 
terms, increasing 16.5% over this period. New other 
residential building approvals (town houses, 
duplexes, apartment buildings, etc.) in origimal terms 
increased 90.9% for the year ending November 1993, 
The total value of ali building approved in 
Queensiand increased 29.5% tv $508.9m for the year 
ending November 1993. 


- From September 1993 to October 1993, total housing 
finance for owner occupation decreased 13.6%, but 
increased 18.2% from October 1992 to October 
1993. 


+ The trend estimate of the Queensland unemployment 
rate decreased to 10.6% in December 1993 from 
10.7% in November 1993. The trend estimate of 


employed persons in Queensland for December 1993 
was 0.4% higher than in Nevember 1993 and 2.7% 
higher than in December 1992. 


« Consumer demand is showing long-term growth 
despite slight monthly decreases. Personal finance 
commitments decreased 0.5% from September 1993 
to October 1993, but increased 15.4% compared 
with the figure for October 1992. New motor vehicle 
registrations (trend estimate) decreased 0.9% from 
October 1993 to November 1993, but increased 1.5% 
compared with the figure for November 1992. 


¢ In trend estimate terms, retail trade turnover in 
Queensland recorded relatively strong growth for 
the 3 months ending Nevember 1993, with turnover 
increasing 0.9% for each of the months September, 
October and November. In comparison, growth in 
the early months ef 1993 was either weak or in 
decline. 


+ Takings from licensed hotels, motels, etc. with 
facilities in Queensland increased 16.8% from June 
quarter 1993 to September quarter 1993 and 12.1% 
for the year ending September quarter 1993. The 
room occupancy rate for September quarter 1993 
was 65.7%.

In a number of cases, figures 
appearing in this summary are preliminary and are subject 
to revision in subsequent issues. Reference should 
thercfore always be made to the latest issue, or to the 
statistical publication on the specific subject when figures 
are not shown.
